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REMARKS 

The present response is to the Office Communication mailed July 1 1 , 2007. 
Claims 1-13 are standing for examination. Claims 1-3, 6-10 and 1243 are rejected on the 
ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,633,910 Bl, hereinafter '910. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over Zahariev (US 6,035,104) hereinafter 
Zahariev in view of Bentley (US. Patent No. 6,529,723 Bl) hereinafter Bentley. 

In response to the Examinees rejections and statements, applicant herein produces 
a Tenninal Disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(d) to overcome the double 
patenting rejection. Applicant presents strong arguments which clearly distinguish the 
patentable features recited in applicant's claims from the art of Zahariev and Bentley. 

Regarding claim 1, the Examiner states that; " Zahariev discloses a site connected 
to the Internet network [see Figure 3] retrieving and aggregate data [data messages] 
specific to a person [user's and client's workstation] from one or more sites (see column 
1, lines 25- 30 and 45-50; column 2, line 34- column 4, line 41; examiner considers using 
communication LAN, WAN, to retrieving records [email message] of communication 
events [email] of customer [particular client or user] as a site connected to the Internet 
network retrieving and aggregate data specific to a person from one or more sites);../* 

Applicant points out that the Examiner has clearly omitted some of the subject 
matter recited in applicant's claim 1 when applying the art of Zahariev in the rejection. 
Applicants claim 1 clearly recites; "... a site connected to an Internet network enabling 
the system to automatically navigate to and retrieve and aggregate data specific to a 
person from one or more Web sites on the Internet". Applicant argues that the art 
Zahariev fails to teach or suggest that the syste m automatically navigates to and retrieves 
and aggregates data specific to a user. In the art of Zahariev the server system receives 
emails addressed to subscribers and pushed to it from other servers as is known in the 
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email art. The server or system of Zahariev does not automatically navigate to other sites 
on the Internet for the purpose of retrieving and aggregating data on behalf of a user, as 
claimed. Zahariev merely receives and processes emails as instructed by a subscriber 
(CoL 1, line 45; CoL 2, lines 57-58)* Applicant presented this argument in the last 
response submitted by applicant and respectfully requests the Examiner respond to said 
argument. 

The Examiner admits that Zahariev is silent about the sites being used are Web 
sites on the Internet enabling the system to automatically navigate the aggregate data. 

The Examiner states that Bentley, in the same field endeavor as Zahariev, teaches 
the sites being used are Web sites on the Internet enabling the system to automatically 
navigate the aggregate data [see Abstract, Figures 9A-9E; Figures 9A-9E are screen shots 
of the Web site on the Internet; See column 3, lines 10 — 35, Figures 5 and 6]. 

Therefore, the Examiner continues, it would have been obvious to one ordinary 
skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to combine Zahariev and Bentley 
because they are both from the same field endeavor and provide a more efficient 
communication system and service for speeding up message communication by using an 
Internet Web sites and automated message notification system. Further, the combination 
provides an efficient automated user notification to a user regarding a user monitored data 
or context 

Applicant strongly disagrees with the Examiner's interpretation of Bentley. 
Bentley is a system for installing and operating monitoring devices in vehicles, primarily 
to relay information about some mechanical operations of the vehicle, i.e. windows, door 
locks, etc. The system of Bentley then uses a network for communicating the mechanical 
condition of the vehicle to outside sources. The screen shots of Bentley, as referred to by 
the Examiner to read on applicant's claimed Web sites, are not Web sites that are 
navigated to for data retrieved by the system on behalf of a user, nor is the data on 
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Bentiey's Web sites automatically monitored, retrieved or aggregated in any way by the 
system. Bentley's screen shots in FIGS. 9A-9E illustrate web pages available for user 
interaction via the Internet FIG, 9A Illustrates a login page 900 where a user enters a 
device number 902 of the monitored device and a special user passcode 904 for security 
purposes. FIG. 9B illustrates a notification page 910, where a user can enter various 
contact information. FIG, 9C illustrates a control page 920, where the user may control 
various functions of the user item being monitored (mechanics of the vehicle)- FIG. 9D 
illustrates a tracking page 930, where the position of a vehicle may be tracked by the user. 
FIG. 9E illustrates a billing page 940, where the user may see charges that have accrued 
for the services rendered by the automated system 100. 

Applicant believes it is unreasonable for the Examiner to relate the screen shots 
provided by Bentlc^s system to applicant's claimed Web sites. Bentley's screen shots 
provide manual access by a user to enabling the user to interact with Bentley's system. 
The Web sites as claimed in applicant's invention are automatically navigated to by the 
system to retrieve and aggregate data specific to a person from one or more Web sites on 
the Internet. 

Applicant points out that the Examiner has still been unable to produce valid art to 
reject applicants claims. Zahariev clearly fails to teach automatically navigating to one 
or more Web sites on the Internet to retrieve and aggregate data specific to a person. The 
Examiner's reliance on Bentley to teach the existence of Web sites on the Internet as part 
of a user notification system cannot suffice to reject applicant's claims. 

Applicant believes claim 1 is clearly patentable over the art of Zahariev and 
Bentley either singly or combined. Dependent claims 2-7 are therefore patentable on 
their own merits, or at least as depended from a patentable claim. 

Regarding method claim 8 5 the Examiner provides the same art and reasoning to 
reject the claim. Therefore, applicant asserts that claim 8 is patentable for the same 
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reasons and arguments applicant gave above on.behalf of claim 1. Dependent claims 9- 
1 3 are therefore patentable on their own merits or at least as depended from a patentable 
claim* 

As all of the claims standing for exknination have been demonstrated to be 
patentable over the art of record, applicant respectfully requests reconsideration, and that 
the present case be passed quickly to issue.
